The King, the day after he opened Parliament 
in State to the delight of the Metropolis and of 
hosts of country visitors, paid due homage to 
Canada's Grand Old Man, the venerable and 
patriotic Scot who, after a long and adventurous 
life in the Hudson's Bay Territory, nobly earned 
the title of Lord Strathcona, and most generously 
showed his lore for his Motherland by hastening 
in a period of Imperial urgency to defray out of 
his own well-lined pocket the expenses of raising 
and equipping Stratheona’s Horse, and of dis- 
patching those smart and gallant roughriders to 
the front to fight the brave Boers. Right well 
were the centaurs of Strathcona’s Horse led by 
that veteran frontier soldier, Colonel Steele ; and 
right well did one and all acquit themselves 
in South Africa. Our genial King could not 
have given them greater pleasure than he 
did on the Friday of last week. His Majesty, 
accompanied by Queen Alexandra, attired in 
deep mourning, was the centre of a notable 
group comprising Prince Charles of Denmark, 
the Duke of Cambridge, General H.R.H. the 
Duke of Connaught, Е.-М. Earl Roberts, Lord 
Strathcona himself, General Sir Redvers Buller, 
General Sir Evelyn Wood, Mr. St. John Brodrick 
(the energetic Secretary for War), and Mr. 
Chamberlain. “God Save the King!" having 
been played by the bind of the Coldstream 
Guards, His Majesty inspected the bronzed 
troopers of Strathcona’s Horse, and honoured 
Colonel Steele and his officers and men by 
presenting the War Medal to each, and the 
King's Colour to the Regiment.

Colonel Steele, officers, non-commissioned officers, and 
men,--I welcome you here on your return from South 
Africa. I know it would have been the ardent wish of шу 
beloved mother, our revered Queen, to have welcomed you 
also; but that was not to be. But be assured she deeply 
appreciated the services you rendered,as I do. It has 
given me great satisfaction to inspect you to-day, to 
have presented you with your war-medals, and also with 
the King's colour. I feel sure, in confid из this colour 
to you, Colonel Steele, and to those under you, that you 
will always defend it and do your duty as you have done 
during the past year in South Africa, and will do it on all 
future occasions. I am glad that Lord Strathcona is here 
to-day, as it is owing to him that this magnificent force has 
been equipped and sent out. I can only hope that your 
short sojourn in England may be agreeable to you, and 
that you will retuin safely home to your friends and 
relations. Be assured that neither I nor the British nation 
will ever forget the valuable services you have rendered in 
South Africa.

opening of Parliament by the King, as the Crown, the 
Sceptre, and the Orb were conspicuous at the obsequies 
of Queen Victoria, Our Illustrations show these time- 
honoured emblems. 


A Splendid Symbol is the Imperial Ciown, carried 
in the House of Lords by the Duke of Devonshire. It 
consists of a-cirelet, bearing the great sapphire from the 
Crown of Charles II. In frontis the most striking jewel 
of all — large spinel ruby, of pendant form, which measures 
two inches in length. This wondrous ruby alone has been 
valued at £110,000, Altogether, the precious sto es that 
gieam and sparkle in the Crown consist of 2788 diamonds, 
277 pearls, eleven emeralds, five rubies, and seventeen 
sapphires, 

The Sword of State, carried on Feb. 14 by Lord 
Londonderry, was borne by Lord Salisbury on the last 
occasion on which Queen Victoria opened Parliament in 
person in 1886, ‘The Sword is a two-handed weapon, the 
cross formed by an arrangement lengthwise of the lion and 


unicorn in gilt metal, with a double rose between them. |
